GERMAN SUBMARINES 
SPEED TO SPAIN 


BERLIN, June 2@(/)—Four 
German submarines sped to Span- 
ish waters tonight to join the Nazi 
fleet on guard there against any 
attack by Spanish government 
warships. 

Government spokesmen consid- 
ered the Deutschland incident 
ended with Monday’s retaliatory 
bombardment of Almeria, Spanish 
government port, by German war- 
ships. 

But the government appeared 
also to be determined to prevent 
any similar occurrence—26 sailors 
were killed when Spanish war- 
planes bombed the pocket battle- 
ship Deutschland. 

Join German Fleet. 

The submarines would join the 
German fleet already in _ the 
Mediterranean—sent there to par- 
ticipate in the European neutral- 
ity committee patrol to keep arms 
shipments from Spain, but now 
free to act independently since 
Germany’s withdrawal from the 
,committee on Monday. 

The fleet was under orders to 
fire upon any menacing Spanish 
warship or airplane, at sight. 

There was no apparent reaction 
to the speech last night by Sir 
Nevile Henderson, promising “sin- 
cere” friendship by British if the 
Reich would assure the peace of 
Europe.

Amelia Hops to Venezuela 


On Second Leg of Her Flight 


Halts at Caripito, Little Oil Town, After Four and a Half. 
Hour Trip From San Juan, Puerto Rico; Will Continue 
on to Paremaribo, Dutch Guiana, Today.

CARIPITO, Venezuela, June 2, 


I rolled out of bed at 3:45 this 
morning in order to make a dawn 


take off from San Juan, Puerto 
Rico, but aviation plans are as 
likely as those of mice or men 
to go astray and it turned out the 
Electra did not lift her wheels 
from the runway until 5:50 Atlan- 
ta time. 

I had intended to hop 1,000 miles 
direct to Paramaribo, Dutch Guia- 
na, but owing to the later start 
and the fact that construction 
work at the San Juan _ airfield 
shortened the available takeoff 


distance, I decided to make Caripi- | 


to for refuelling purposes. 

From the time we crossed the 
green mountains of Puerto Rico 
until we sighted the Island of Mar- 
garita (Venezuela) to starboard, 
we saw nothing but the tops of 
cumulus clouds and the blue sea 
below. I flew at 8,000 feet most 
of the way, bucking head winds 
of probably 30 miles per hour. 

Jungle Sighted. 

The coast of Venezuela in the 
hazy distance was my first glimpse 
of South America. As we drew 
near I saw densely wooded moun- 
tains with wide valleys in be- 
tween, open plain and jungle. I 
had never seen a jungle before. 

A muddy river wound through 
the mountain pass we followed. A 
few miles inland lay the red-roof- 
ed town of Caripito, the squat oil 
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ptanks on the outskirts. 


There was 
a lovely airfield with paved run- 
ways and a well equipped hangar. 
It is managed jointly by Pan- 
American Airways and the Stand- 
ard Oil Company. 

We were met by Don Andres 
Rolando, president of the state of 
Monagas, and Don Ramiro Ren- 
diles, secretary general, who were 
accompanied by their wives. They 
cordially welcomed us to their 
beautiful country and hoped we 
would enjoy our stay. 

Luncheon Guests. 

The crew of the Electra (con- 
sisting of Miss Earhart and her 
navigator, Captain Fred J. Noo- 
nan) were guests at a luncheon 
prepared and served in the hangar 
by the Standard Oil personnel. 
We were fed everything from 
beefsteak and grape juice to fruit 
cake. 

At my place were two orchids 
such as one wears only on special 
occasions in town. They grow 
wild here and were beautiful even 
against my crumpled flying shirt. 

Weather reports showed increas- 
ing showers on the way to Pa- 
ramaribo, so I decided to stay over 
night here, pushing on tomorrow. 
Our host is E, Henry Linam, gen- 
eral manager of the Standard Oil 
Company of Venezuela, at whose 
home we plan to stay. It seems 
that hospitality is found wherever 
we stop. 

Our elapsed time for the trip 
from San Juan (750 miles) was 
4 hours 32 minutes.

Roosevelt, Hull Review. 


European Situation; 
Congress Is Submissive. 


WASHINGTON, June 2.—(UP) 
The United States will cling to its 
policy of strict neutrality in the 


face of congressional demands that 
an arms embargo be _ invoked 
against Germany and Italy, it was 
indicated tonight after President 
Roosevelt had reviewed the tense 
Evropean situation with his for- 
eign affairs advisors. 

The President spent two hours 
with Secretary of State Hull, Un- 
dersecretary Welles and Norman 
Davis, America’s roving ambassa- 
dor, during which the general in- 
ternational situation was explored. 

Hull For Neutrality. 

Afterward, Stephen T. Early, 
secretary to the President, indicat- 
ed no new policies had been for- 
mulated and that no new decisions 
had been reached. Hull repeat- 
edly has emphasized that this 
country must maintain its policy 
of strict neutrality toward all ele- 
ments concerned in the Spanish 
war and must maintain its inde- 
pendence of action. 

Shortly before the conference 
at the White House, Key Pittman, 
Democrat, Nevada, chairman of

.tee would make no move toward

Pennsylvania’s governor, George 
H. Earle, praised the “solid south” 
tonight for its devotion to democ- 
racy, without which “Franklin Del- 
ano ~ Roosevelt’ would: not have 
been ‘president of the United 
States.” 

Addressing the Southern Society 
of Washington, Earle looked back 
on the “bitter days of 1932, when 
the dark forces of Fascism and 
Communism were gathering for a 
final assault upon our American 
liberties... .. I need not tell you 
how that solid, united support of 
the south saved our nation from 
destruction.” 

Looking forward, the Pennsyl- 
vania governor added: “What I 
do want to point out is that the 
same united action, .the same soli- 
darity of the south, promises to 
be our salvation in the future.” 

Earle, who completes his term 
as Keystone state governor next 
year, has been mentioned fre- 
quently as a 1940 presidential pos- 
sibility. The address was not his 
first away from his home state. 


Unity Is Praised. 

Lauding the traditional unity of 
the south, Earle said “that very 
tradition is the greatest strength 
of the south. And with that 
strength behind it, the south is 
powerful in the council of. the na- 
tion. It speaks with a single 
voice, and that voice is the voice 
of Jeffersonian Democracy.” 


The Governor cited the Mason- | 


Dixon line as a tradition and said 
“the boundary dispute has long 
been forgotten.” 

“Tradition alone makes that line 
significant. Whether I am north 
of it, in my home, or south of it, 
on my fram in Cambridge, Md., 
I find men and women occupied 
with similar problems, similar re- 
sponsibilities. Whether I am north 
or south of that line, I find friends 
and good friends. . .. No good- 
will ambassadors are needed to 
maintain friendship between the 
people of the. north and the peo- 
ple of the south. That friendship 
is built on a sounder basis than

Church “Stumped.” 


The prelates of the church—the 
church of which the Duke was 
titular head when he reigned as 
Edward VIII—obviously were 
“stumped” by Jardine’s decision 
to give the marriage his blessing. 

Many observers said the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury was waiting 
to determine how the “wind of 
public opinion” was blowing. 

They said that only one course 
remained open to the archbishop 
—to denounce the Duke of Wind- 
sor as an eternally damned pariah 
whom the church ejects from its 
bosom as it did in the days of me- 
dieval excommunications, 

The selection of the working- 
class parson, who is vicar of St. 
Paul’s church at Darlington, to 
perform the religious ceremony 
tomorrow noon was regarded by 
most Britons as a “master stroke.” 

It was generally admitted that 
any attempt to discipline Jardine 
—his full name is Robert Ander- 
son Jardine, and he was converted 
in Liverpool at the age of 19 aft- 
er peing raised in the beliefs of 
Agnostic father—would bring 
swift repercussions among the 
masses.

From French Gardens. 


MONTS, France, June 2.—(?)— 
Ancient Chateau de Cande, with its 
heavy, dark walls, tonight was 
transformed into floral bower for 
the wedding of the Duke of Wind- 
sor and Mrs. Wallis Warfield. 

All the flowers used in the dec- 
orations are French, many of them 
taken from the chateau’s own gar- 
dens.

Bronze Tablet To Commem- 
orate First Banner of 
Confederacy. 


FAIRBURN, Ga., June 2.—(>) 
A bronze tablet will be unveiled 
at Fairburn tomorrow commem- 
orating the unfurling of the first 
Confederate flag in Georgia. The 
ceremony will be sponsored by 
the United Daughters of the Con- 
federacy. 

The design of the flag was 
adopted March 4, 1861, by the 
nn Saar congress at Mont- 
gom a. and the flag first 
raised Georgia at Fairborn was 
made on the train bringing Geor- 
gia’s delegates back to Atlanta. 

Avery’s history of Georgia says, 
“the passengers obtained at Grant- 
ville the requisite material and the 
flag was made on the train be- 
tween Grantville and Fairburn by 
Mrs. W. T. Wilson and Mrs. U. 
H. Witt, of Atlanta; Miss L. Smith 
of Albany, Ga; Mrs. Charles Wal- 
lace, of Knoxville, Yenn.;: Mrs. R. 
F. Butt, of New Orleans; and Mrs. 
S. A. Awtry, of Cusseta, Ala.” 
Avery’s history says-the unfurl- 
ing of the flag was in connection 
with the acceptance by the Con- 
federacy of the first volunteer 
company. The company was from 
Atlanta’ and was called “Lee's 
Volunteers.” They were com- 
manded by Captain G. W. Lee. 
Avery says the flag was present- 
ed Captain Lee by Colonel W. T. 
Wilson, and that J. W. Beall, of 
LaGrange, and Judge Blalock, of 
Fairburn, participated in the cere- 
monies, 

Dr. M. D. Collins, state superin- 
tendent of schools; United States 
District Attorney Lawrence Camp, 
of Atlanta; Mrs. Walter D. Lamar,

oe Black-Connery wage and ee 


Robert H. Jackson, fassistant at- 
torney general, told a joint senate 
and house committee that in view 
of the fact the court has altered 
its opinions recently on some is- 
sues, congress ought not to per- 
mit the 1918 invalidation of the 
child labor law “to stall legislative 
reason.” 


Instead, he said, congress ought 
to enact new legislation and seek 
a new interpretation from the 
court in the light of recent deci- 
sions. Thus, he argued, the “blem- 
ish” of the child labor decision 
might be removed “from our ju- 
dicial history.” 

Jackson testified as the first 
witness at joint hearings by the 
senate and house labor committees 
on the administration’s wage and 
hour bill. 

(This measure, introduced by 
Senator Black, Democrat, Ala- 
bama, and Representative Con- 
nery, Democrat, Massachusetts, 
would empower a five-man board 
to lay down, within limits to be 
fixed by congress, minimum wage 
and maximum hour standards for 
particular regions and industries 
which send their products through 
the channels of interstate com- 
merce, Goods produced by child 
labor, or under “oppressive” la- 
bor conditions would be outlawed 
in interstate commerce.)

Railroads’ Representative at 
Hearing Opposed Savan- 
nah River Plan.

WASHINGTON, June 2.—More

eorgia, California, South Caro- 
lina and Pennsylvania today ap- 
peared before the senate commit- 
tee on commerce to urge passage 


of the Russell-Brown bill authoriz- 
ing the Inland Waterways Cor- 
poration to operate barges on the 
Savannah river. 

Having passed the house a few 
days ago under the leadership of 
Representative Paul Brown, of 
Elberton, in whose district the 
project is located, the measure is 
now before the upper chamber 
under the direct sponsorship of 
Senator Richard B. Russell Jr., 
who, with his colleague, Senator 
Walter F. George, today marshal- 
ed the voluminous testimony 
which was today presented to the 
committee. 

Early Decision Expected. 

Propopents of the measure today 
expressed confidence that a favor- 
able report would be forthcoming 
at an early date. The hearings 
were concluded late this  after- 
noon. 

It was explained by both Geor- 
gia senators, together with promi- 
nent witnesses from Augusta, Sa- 
vannah and South Carolina cities 
affected, that with some 6,813,496 
tons of brick and tile, canned 
goods, cotton and other products 
ready to serve the barge line from 
Augusta and the interior territory 
of Georgia and South Carolina, 
enactment of the bill would mean 
an annual saving to the public in 
transportation costs of approxi- 
mately $10,187,000. 

Joseph G, Kerr, chairman of the 
Southern Freight Association and 
a representative of southern rail- 
roads and the Association of 
American Railroads, appearing in 
opposition to the measure, said the 
barge line would convert consid- 
erable traffic from southern rail- 
roads which were already in re- 
ceivership or heavily burdened fi- 
nancially.

NORTH POLE, June 2.—(By 
Wireless)—While waiting for I. P. 
Mazaruk, whose plane landed 
about 25 miles from our main 
camp, to fly toward us, we have 
not been twiddling our thumbs. 

A whole town has grown up in 
the vicinity of the pole, with foot- 
path streets between the “build- 
ings.” Around a “skyscraper”’—the 
black hut of the party that will 
spend a year here—there are 12 
other buildings—tents colored 
pink, white, green, etc. They have 
been fastened firmly to the ground 
and fenced off with snow blocks 
to guard against snowstorms and 
blizzards. 

Several additions have been 
built to the hut of Ivan Papanin’s 
party. There is a snow-block kitch- 
en, with a stormdoor. Inside the 
hut it is warm and cozy. The 
temperature is above zero, which 
cannot be said of our other 
“houses.” A deerskin serves as a 
tablecloth and a warm rug covers 
the floor. | 

The streets of our North Pole 
community are noisy, crowded and 
gay. Outbursts of laughter are 
heard continually. The windmill 
hums ceaselessly. The engines of 
the radio station purr steadily. 

According to the calculations of 
Pytor Shirshov and Eugene Feo- 
dorov, today we are at 89 degrees 
7 minutes north latitude 33 de- 
grees west longitude. The drift of 
the ice flow has slowed down 
considerably.

THE PRESIDENT ON TAX EVADERS 

President Roosevelt in his message to con- 
gress on tax evasion reports “efforts at avoid- 
ance and evasion of tax liability, so widespread 
and so amazing, both in their boldness and 
their ingenuity, that further action without de- 
lay seems imperative.” 

Further, he declares, “We face a challenge 
to the power of the government to collect, uni- 
formly, fairly and without discrimination, taxes 
based on statutes adopted by the congress.” 

If the President’s information is well found- 
ed, congress has no alternative than to take 
immediate steps to put an end to an inex- 
cusable and unjust condition. | 

Certainly, if the situation is as bad as out- 
lined by Secretary Morgenthau, there will be 
full approval of Mr. Roosevelt’s position that 
“the first duty of congress is to empower the 
government to stop these evil practices, and 
that legislation to this end should not be con- 
fused with legislation to revise tax schedules. 
That is a wholly different subject.” 

It is not surprising that Representative 
Doughton, of North Carolina, chairman of the 
house ways and means committee, should make 
the statement that “nobody could oppose the 
President’s request and have a leg left to 
stand on.” 

There is no greater obligation of a good citi- 
genship than obedience to the tax laws of the 
land. Whether the taxes imposed by congress, 
or by other tax-making body, are considered 
fair or unfair, so long as there are laws, they 
must be adhered to by every class of the citi- 
zens of the country—the rich, the poor and 
those occupying the financial ground between 
these two extremes. 

If any individuals or groups seek to escape 
unjustly or unfairly from the terms and the 
evident intent of, the tax laws, it means that 
a heavier burden must fall on those who are 
more conscientious in their realization of the 
duties of citizenship. 

It is evident from the reception given by 
congress to the President’s message that an 
immediate investigation of the tax evasions 
charged by Secretary Morgenthau will be 
launched. 

Not only should this be done, but the inves- 
tigation should be so searching and thorough 
as not only to enable the congress to put an 
end to tax evasion and stop whatever loopholes 
may exist in the present laws, but to expose 
those who have been guilty of what the Presi- 
dent rightly terms as “evil practices.”

J. D. Mitchell, state wild life director, warns 
anglers that users of artificial bait must secure 
a license to fish anywhere in the state, while 
pole-and-line fishermen must have licenses ex- 
cept when in their home counties. 


However, persons under 16 years of age, are 
exempt from license for any type of fishing. 

Never did writers of any law display greater 
wisdom than those who placed that under-16 
exemption in the fishing laws of Georgia. For 
who, in all the realm of officialdom, could ex- 
pect to put license-hobbles upon the spirit of 
American youth filled with the urge to “go 
a-fishin’.”

But, as he sits there, tongue peeping between 
parted lips, eyes tense, watching the bobbing 
cork, he is a symbol for wholesome American 
boyhood. He may get wet, he may be dirty, he 
may violate every canon of safety a worried 
mother would impose but, somehow, he leads a 
charmed life. He is healthy, happy, carefree 
and content. He enjoys, for a few too brief 
years, an utter satisfaction in life that, in later 
years, he will seek in vain, through all the 
realms of emotion.

see in this development convincing evidence of 
deliberate intent by Il Duce to make open war 
against the Spanish defenders of constitutional 
government. 

It is evident that, regardless of justice, irre- 
spective of all considerations of international 
honor, the Italian dictator has resolved to 
create a new Fascist dictatorship in Spain. 
Whether General Franco, if lifted to that posi- 
tion by the might of Italian arms, would be- 
come nationally independent or merely act as 


@ puppet obeying the strings held by Musso- 


lini, remains for the future to determine. 

Mussolini’s full sympathy has been with the 
Spanish Rebels since the peninsular country 
was plunged into civil war. He has sent Italian 
forces to fight for Franco, cloaking his actions 
in such thin dissimilation none could fail to 
see his directing hand. 

Outrages against the Loyalists, including the 
helpless women and children in unfortified 
towns and unprotected areas, have been so fre- 
quent the whole civilized world has been 
stunned with horror. But none of these atroci- 
ties aroused any protest from Mussolini. 

Yet, at the first excuse, when Loyalist planes 
attack a German battleship, Mussolini “in- 
spires” an editorial demand for a “punitive” 
army to wipe out the entire Loyalist cause. 

It may be called “punitive.” In actuality it 
would be an invading war machine, as brutal 
in its purpose as were the Huns of Attila in 
that ancient day when Rome itself was the 
sacrifice to the personal ambition of a ruth- 
less conquéror. 

And, at the end, Mussolini would achieve his 
objective, aimed at Great Britain. His black 
shirt legions would be knocking at the back 
door of Gibraltar. 


BUSINESSMEN MUST LEAD 

Businessmen, representing the vigor and vi- 
tality of private initiative, cannot remain pro- 
vincial in political and social outlook in the 
present era of world unity, says Salvador de 
Madariaga, Spanish author and statesman, in 
an article in the Rotarian Magazine. 

In the same publication Winthrop R. How- 
ard, New York businessman, declares if there 
is one commodity in which the world is short 
today it is enlightened ‘leadership. 

The two statements, considered together, 
may provide the clue which will ultimately an- 
swer the problems which today beset a troubled 
world and which indicate, unless something yet 
unseen comes to halt the reckless course of 
power-mad nations, the death of modern civi- 
lization.

RECRUITS FOR FOREIGN LEGION 


(From the St. Louis Globe-Democrat) 

The French Foreign Legion is looking for re- 
cruits and is having difficulty locating them, a 
novel experience for this famous corps of Regi- 
ments Etrangers. The reason is the war in Spain. 
Adventurers who have found the Legion just what 
they needed to satisfy their craving for excite- 
ment, can get all the fighting they want in Spain 
with pay substantial, employment steady and dis- 
cipline none too strict.’ All in all, it’s better to 
be either a Rebel or a Loyalist in Spain than to 
join the French regiment and walk the hot sands 
of Africa in search of Riff or Berber or whatnot 
recalcitrants. 

In the past, the French Foreign Legion, with 
recruits from almost every nationality, has found 
many Germans on its list. But when the Spanish 
civil war started and the Nazis almost immediate- 
ly extended aid to the rebels of General Franco, 
numerous anti-Nazis slipped over the borders and 
signed up with the Madrid governnient. 

Thus it is that the Legion for the first time 


in years is below its standard complement of 


16,500 men and officers and there is no immedi- 
ate prospect of a’ boom in recruiting until the af- 
fair in Spain is settled.

No military man can believe ve the German or 
the Italian general staffs would risk a major conflict at this time, 
unless they wish to commit national suicide. 

Their noe deficiencies: have been widely advertised, but you 
can get a bird’s-eye picture of the whole situation by considering 
one simple item. Wars cannot be ducted without iron. Ships, 
airplanes, tanks and men under arms t much in the first onrush.

FACE No answer that you can find for either Germany, eal or 
Russia being involved in the Spanish fighting makes any 


real sense. The only excuse for their interest in Spain is purely . 


political and not economic or reasonably purposeful. 

To understand it fully, you must recollect that the dictatorships 
developed because their nations were dissatisfied with the division 
of the bones after the 1914 dog-fight. Their idea is to restore their 
nations to a diplomatic and economic position in the world—with- 
out fighting. They thrive on agitation, but,not on war. 

So far, they have done fairly well on the political side, but very 
little on the economic side (except, of course, within their own 
borders). Neither Germany nor Italy has any assets which would 
enable it to gain the approval of the SEC for a bond issue. They 
are merely. maintaining the best face possible to cover their inter- 
nationa! poverty, making the best of their bad situation. . 

Their cause in Spain is purely political face-saving and face- 
maintaining. And if they do not intend to do it without. fighting 


a general war, they are a lot crazier than most authorities -here 


believe. 

What Germany and Italy really need are raw materials, gold, 
international balance, credit, etc., and they know very well they 
will not find these in mpein. 


PINCERS The only asset possessed by Italy or Germany which 

is causing any fear around British or French GHQ’s 
is their air forces. How much these would amount to right now is 
not entirely clear. In Spain, this asset has not been enhanced, as 
is well known. 

Military experts outside the air service still say no ground was 

gained in Spain by airplanes, that they were merely proved to be 
the eyes and propagandists of the armed forces. That is, they 
terrorize the populace and can be used against troops in many in- 
stances. But many still remember that conscription could not, or 
at least was not, tried in London until the Zeppelins started bomb- 
ing the city. Airmen tell the other side of the story. which every- 
body knows. 
: However, on the sea or land, France and England seem to have 
little reason to be apprehensive. The French fortifications are rated 
by most military authorities as being well-nigh impregnable. The 
British fleet, holding an advantage over Germany today which is 
greater than at the outset of the World War, cauld certainly be 
expected to keep Hitler’s pocket battleships in the North sea pocket 
which nature has furnished. The Italian fleet would dominate the 
Mediterranean in any outbreak today. But England controls 
Gibraltar and the Suez. Mussolini’s boats could paddle around in 
the pond, but England could keep them there and maintain its longer 
life-line around the Horn to the Far East. 

This should be enough to convince nearly anyone that, when 
Hitler and Mussolini are thinking up things to do these days, start- 
ing a war is not one of them. 


CHECKING UP It is so much of a secret, even the TVA does

Joseph C. Kircher, “a territory of 
forested lands embracing about 
200,000,000 acres .that grow some 
of the finest species of pine on 
earth—longleaf, shortleaf, slash 
and loblolly. Yet despite this wast 
forest territory with all its nat- 
ural advantages, the timber sup- 
ply is not inexhaustible. And the 
paper and pulp development can 
be fostered to industrial greatness 
only by the application of sound, 
practical peete dbs: measures... . 


Dr. Kircher ‘speaks of pine as 
promising now to become a seed 
ern “farm crops” but he explains 
that this does not mean there 
should have to be a planting of 
trees each year. It means only that 
the practice of “clear-cutting” 
should be avoided, that care 
should be taken to cut no more 
than will grow again each year 
“Artificial restoration in southern 
pine forests,” he says, “should be 
necessary only to correct the mis- 
takes of the past. Tree planting 
should not be necessary in the suc- 
cessful management of any lands 
now stocked in timber of desirable 


species.” 


But he warns of the dangers 
which “lurk in the temptation to 
clean-cut.” “In our enthusiasm 


over the advent of the new in-/| fe 


dustry in the south we should not 
forget the ‘ghost towns’ and the 
millions of acres of devastated 
and eroded lands which were the 
result of the cut-out-and-get-out 
policies of the early sawmills 
which cut the virgin stands of 
pine in the south, If these pine 
lands are again cut on a quick 
liquidation basis, the blessing 
promised by the new industr, 
may be short lived.

to the industry, with benefits and 
profits to all concerned. 


Tnat the papermakers them- 
selves are keen to all that is re- 
quired of them now in good for- 
estry was indicated in the recent 
meeting in New Orleans and Sa- 
vannah at which representatives 
of pulp mills met with federal and 
state foresters to draw up and 
agree upon a program to assure 
certain conservation practices on 
all lands cut over for pulpwood. 

“Only time will tell whether this 
move will be successful,” Director 
E. L. Demmon, of the Southern’ 
Forest Experiment Station at New 
Orleans, writes this column. “The 
program thus far has been aus- 
picious. Whether it is carried out 
successfully depends entirely upon 


| the pulp mill people. It now re- 


mains to be seen whether they 
will be able to carry out what they 
have agreed to do.”

SLOW CARBON MONOXIDE 
ASPHYXIATION. 

Thousands of persons, even 
newspapermen, now know that the 
great majority of morons are good 
citizens, that aphasia means in- 
ability to speak and not inability 
to remember, and that dope which 
numbs the feelings does not neces- 
sarily correct or cure the discom- 
fort or trouble one wishes to for- 
get. 

A good many persons who have 
had a common school education 
now know that slight pollution of 
the air with carbon monoxide gas, 
for instance from the exhaust of 
an automobile engine running in a 
closed garage may mean sudden 
death from carbon monoxide gas 
asphyxia. 

It is slowly percolating through 
to the consciousness of the wise- 
acre mind that the presence of a 
dangerous’ proportion of carbon 
monoxide gas in the air gives no 
warning but overcomes the victim 
and renders him powerless to move 
or to attempt to escape before he 
loses consciousness and ceases 
breathing. As miners exposéd to 
“after-damp,” the carbon monox- 
ide gas left in the air after ex- 
plosion of dynamite or other ex- 
plosive, say, the victim “freezes,” 
seems to become suddenly fixed in 
attitude and deaf to cries of his 
mates or in some instances resent- 
ful and pugnacious if they try to 
rush or drag him out of danger. 

Newspaper item records sudden 
collapse and death of a man in 
his home. Coroner’s investigation 
indicated that carbon monoxide 
had been a contributing cause, 
though the man had been subject 


to heart disease. Immediately be- | 


fore his collapse the man had 
walked through a tunnel where 
the air is constantly more or less 
polluted with carbon monoxide 
from automobile traffic. 

Carbon monoxide undoubtedly 
contributes to many premature 
fatalities where victims are al- 
ready in a defective state from 
some chronic disease. 

In a report of a clinical study of 
a series of cases of slow carbon 
monoxide asphyxia (anoxemia) 
Dr. Harvey Beck pertinently re- 
marks: 

“Some authoritative textbooks 
on medicine either do not recog- 
nize the existence of chronic car- 
bon monoxide asphyxia as a clin- 
ical entity or lead one into doubt 
and pass the matter over with a 
mere reference to the subject.” 

For that matter, médical litera- 
ture in America is sadly degener- 
ated. Nine-tenths of it (books and 
current periodicals) is rehash and 
mostly defunct stuff at that. 
American. medical literature is 
built to sell the sucker trade. Pub- 
lication of medical books and med- 
ical journals is largely a racket. 
Really new developments or ideas 
are rejected by the publishers be- 
cause they are new or “unaccept- 
ed.” This policy keeps medical lit- 
erature always five or ten years 
behind the progress of medicine. 
That’s the way the old-timers like 
it. That’s why chronie carbon 
monoxide anoxemia or anoxia or

Gaines’ Statement. 

In his statement, Gaines said: 

“The news columns are carrying 
two interesting stories. One is 
based on fact. It is the official 
statement of State Auditor Wisdom 
showing a gain of $4,000,000 in 
state finances for the first five 
months of 1937. This would in- 
dicate a total increase for the year 
of $9,600,000, a pretty prosperous 
showing indeed for Georgia. 

The other interesting story is the 
display statement of the liquor 
forces that the state of Georgia is 
counting on the receipt of $3,500,- 
000 from liquor revenues and that 
unlesg it gets it that taxes on real 
estate, automobiles and businesses 
will have to be increased. That is 
their ‘fancy’ story. And the ‘fact’ 
story clearly kills the ‘fancy’ story. 

“Fancy Story.” 

“The ‘fancy’ story of the liquor 
people is also completely killed by 
Governor Rivers in his statement 
of last Sunday in which he de- 
clares that the present tax levies 
are bringing in sufficient funds to 
provide fully for his social security 
program and the other needs of the 
government, and that no new taxes 
will be necessary. 

“So that we see that revenues 
are already available to meet the 
old-age pension requirements and 
all the other state appropriations, 
and this withgut any reference 
whatever to revenues from liquor.

the Chicago archbishop’s descrip- 
tion of Fuehrer Adolf Hitler as “an 
Austrian paperhanger, and a poor 
one at that.” 

Vatican officials refused to dis- 
cuss reports that Eugenio Cardi- 
nal Pacelli, Vatican secretary of 
state, had ordered the recall «° 
Monsignor Cesate Orsenigo, nuncio 
to Berlin. 

Informed prelates believed, 
however, that Monsignor Orsenigo 
Was coming from Berlin to make 
a detailed report of the situation. 

They said that relations »etween 
Germany and the Holy See were, 
to all purposes, suspended because 
the German diplomats have boy- 
cotted al. recent ceremonies. 

Count Carl Ludwig Diego von 
Bergen, German ambassador to the 
Vatican, has been absent in Ber- 
lin since May 26, also on a “vaca- 
tion,” but diplomats said there was 
scant likelihood that he ever 
would return to his post.

- PROJECT AGENCIES 


Message Today Will Propose 
Power, Flood Control and 
Planning Body. 


WASHINGTON, June 2.—()— 
President Roosevelt will send con- 
gress tomorrow what may be his 
last major recommendation this 
session—a message proposing a 
network of regional power, flood 
control, and national planning au- 
thorities.

~ HIT IN VOTE FRAUD 


Kentas City Judge Assails 
Authorities for Ignoring 
State Crimes. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 2.— 
()—Federal Judge Reeves pound- 
ed: his bench for emphasis today 
as he assailed county authorities 
for ignoring “a perfect catalogue 
of state crimes” now disclosed by 
the government’s purge of No- 
vember election frauds. 

“There is somebody, some in- 
fluence, some system back of all 
this,” he declared in his court. 

He referred to testimony of 
wholesale vote thefts and ballot 
tampering, developed since the 
government began its sweeping in- 
vestigation last winter. Five de- 
fendants sentenced by the judge 
today brought to 45 the number 
of politicians and precinct work- 
ers who have been given senten- 
ces ranging from probation to five 
years in prison. 

The judge ordered the heaviest 
sentence of the prolonged inves- 
tigation—five years’ imprisonment 
—for Robert Strohm, a Democrat- 
ic precinct captain, today. Other 
sentences: 

Thomas Audley, Democratic 
challenger, three years in prison; 
Gene Riley, Democratic judge, two 
years in a federal reformatory; 
Mrs. Irene Ervin, Republican 
clerk, 60 days in jail. George Ar- 
nold, a Democratic judge who 
pleaded guilty and testified for 
the government, was placed on 
two years’ probation. 


Anaesthetic Gas 


ExplodesinLung, 
Killing Patient 


BALTIMORE, June 2.—(4)— 
Dr. Winford Smith said today that 
gas given a patient as an anaes- 
thetic exploded during an opéra- 
tion, killed the patient and burn- 
ed two nurses. 

Dr. Smith, director of the Johns 
Hopkins hospital, said the acci- 
dent occurred yesterday at the 
hospital. Benjamin Taylor, 34, of 
Belnew, Md., was undérgoing an 
operation for removal of a car- 
buncle, and had been given a mix- 
ture of oxygen, nitrous oxide and 
ether. 

An electric cautery was being 
used on the wound when the gas 
in the patient’s lungs exploded, 
Dr. Smith said. Taylor was killed 
and two nurses “beside: the op- 
erating table suffered burns. The 
operating surgeon was not in- 
jured. 

“The gases used in the mixture 
ordinarily are not explosive .. .” 
Dr. Smith said. “We use them 
in connection with cautery thou- 
sands of times every year. It was 
just one of those unexplainable ac- 
cidents that happen.”

The Texas state board of par- 
dons and paroles yesterday re- 
fused to recommend clemency for 
the 27-year-old former North 
Carolina football player. 

Beard, whose crime career in- 
cludes the shooting and wounding 
of I. P. Jones, Atlanta’s policeman, 
following a grocery store holdup 
here, Tuesday made a futile at- 


tempt to escape from the Texas 
penitentiary in Huntsville, using 
a “gun” made of soap 

Confined April 29. 

He has been confined to the 
prison since April 29 and has 
maintained that “he would miss 
the electric chair.” 

Beard was convicted of murder 
in North Carolina in 1933, the 
sentence being commuted to life 
imprisonment. Shortly after he 
began serving his: term, he fled 
from a Raleigh prison and re- 
mained at large until several 
months after he shot Patrolman 
here. 

‘In a written opinion, the board 
concluded that “this was a very 
cold-blooded murder and we see 
no reason why the verdict of the 
jury should not stand.” 

Governor Hands Off. 

Governor James V. Allred said 
he contemplated no action. 

Beard, after hearing of the 
board’s action, yesterday was re- 
ported refusing the attempts of 
chaplains to prepare him for 
death. He refused overtures, in- 
sisting he “missed the chair be- 
fore and I’ll miss this one, too.’ 

In view of the slayer’s attempt 
to flee the prison, Warden W. W. 
Waid, of the Texas prison, an- 
nounced “those boys won’t get any 
more soap in their cells from here 
on. They'll only get soap when 
they bathe. When they’re in their 
cells they can wash their faces 
with plain water.” 

Beard’s life of crime began 
when he and some companions 
stole and barbecued a hog, for 
which he received a five-year sus- 
pended sentence in his home state.

Hopkins Called. 

Meanwhile an economy-minded 
senate committee summoned Har- 
ry L. Hopkins to appear before it 
tomorrow to explain why $1,500,- 
000,000 is necessary for next year’s 
relief . 

The WPA administrator faced 
searching questioning by the sen- 
ate group after winning a sweep- 
ing victory in the house, which 
approved the billion and a half re- 
lief fund last night. 

The chief threat to Hopkins’ pro- 
gram in the senate came from 
an administration spokesman— 
Senator Byrnes, Democrat, South 
Carolina. Byrnes said today he 
would sek to cut the appropriation 
to $1,000,000,000 and to require 
local governments to put up 40 
per cent of the cost of their re- 
lief projects. 

This proposal has_ substantial 
support within the subcommittee 
which will consider the bill 

Maverick Asks Probe.

The first squares and blooms of 
the 1937 cotton crop made their 
appearance in Georgia this week, 
the Atlanta Weather Bureau re- 
ported yesterday in its weekly 
agricultural report. 

he report said “the week was 
generally favorable for cotton, 
unusually favorable in the south- 
ern half of the state. 

“Some replanting is_ still in 
progress in northern’ counties 
where rain would help germina- 
tion. Chopping is finished in the 
southern section and nearly com- 
pleted in the middle section.” 

The corn crop was reported in 
generally good condition. It is 
“still being planted in some north- 
ern counties,” and “is late” in the 
north portion of the state. 

The report declared “considera- 
ble damage from root worms and 
borers is reported from around 
Fort Valley. In the southern sec- 
|tion. some corn is. now ready for 
the last plowing.” 

The bulk of the wheat and oat 
crop has been harvested, the re- 
port said. However, in some 
northern counties the crop is just

MILK PRICE EFFECT 


Board Member Defends, 


Agriculture Chief Assails 
Scale for Atlanta. 


Effect on dairy farmers’ profits 
of prices fixed by the milk con- 
trol board which went into effect 
in the Atlanta shed Tuesday 
brought divergent comments from 
two state officials yesterday. 

i Duncan, control board 
member, said dairymen in th t- 
lanta milkshed area would ive 
$500,000 from the “stabilized” 
prices in a year’s time, with no 
increased cost to the consumer. 
“A leveling out of prices the dis- 
tributor pays the farmer creates 
the benefits,” he said. 

Columbus Roberts, commission- 
er of agriculture, declared “farm- 
ers would lose at the expense of 
the distributor while the consumer 
would lose in the quality of the 
product he gets.” 

Roberts, a member of the milk 
board, contended the law gives 
“no protection” to the milk user 
in requiring the bottler (distrib- 
utor) to place on the market a 
specified butterfat content milk. 

“The dairyman, under the reg- 
ulated prices, must sel] milk to 
the distributor with a butterfat 
content of 4.6 per cent. For each 
one-tenth of one per cent butter- 
fat content under that set regula- 
tion he is docked 4 cents or raised 
4 cents if above that. 

“There is nothing to keep the 
distributor from taking this 4.6 
per cent milk and selling any but- 
terfat milk to the consumer he 
wants to.” 

Both Duncan and Roberts said 
the farmer would “receive about 
one cent a quart increase” in the 
new prices. 

Duncan contended “the con- 
sumer will get better milk, for the 
board has eliminated cut-throat 
competition and the distributor 
must sell quality milk to keep 
pace with the others in the busi- 
ness.” 

The Milk Control Board yester- 
day set retail milk prices in the 
Valdosta and Thomasville milk 
areas at 14 cents a quart. 

C. G. Duncan, board member, 
said the rates were “both cash 
and carry and delivery prices.” 

Duncan announced Macon milk 
prices would be set June 16 when 
the board meets here to “rear- 
range” some of the _ regulatory 
prices now in effect in the At- 
lanta area.

Wed American; ‘Inconsistency’ Declared To 
Cost Him Respect of Britons.

British subjects in all corners 
of the empire have accepted Ed- 
ward’s abdication in spirit as well 
as in fact, according to Rose Ma- 
rie Ashby, Atlanta psychologist, 
lecturer and world traveler who 
recently returned from a tour 
abroad. 

Mrs. Ashby heard first-hand ex-~- 
pressions of sentiment on the Ed- 
ward-Wally affair, which was cli- 
maxed by the king-emperor’s ab- 
dication last December for “the 
woman I love”. from dozens of 
Britons in colonial lands far from 
London. 

“They make it very clear that 
in the hearts and minds of the 
British all over the world that all 
sovereignty of Edward is repudi- 
ated,” she said. 

“The head of a British concern 
in Baghdad said: ‘We have no 
sympathy for him (Edward) here 
whatever,’ ” she continued. “And 
at Babylon a Britisher, the head 


of all the police in Iraq, said: ‘The 
inconsistency of Edward’s radio 
speech lost all sympathy for him 
throughout the empire. In one 
breath he how dearly he 
loves and holds the British sub- 
jects. The next breath he says he 
can’t give up the woman he loves. 
Myriads of British have given up 
all their loved ones and their lives 
for the crown and empire. We 
hope the girl won’t jilt him now. 
She is all the comfort the poor 
chap has left.’ ” 

An Englishwoman in Baghdad, 
Mrs. Ashby reports, told her “The 
empire has not nor will not suffer 
any from this change.” 

_ Not a single British subject she 
talked with regretted the loss of 
Edward as king, Mrs. Ashby said. 

“Newspapermen say there is 
nothing so dead as_ yesterday’s 
news,” Mrs. Ashby concluded. “It 
seems that Edward and Wallis 
Simpson are ‘yesterday’s news’ to 
the British empire.”

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Rockefeller’s ‘Pressure’ Tactics 


In Creating Oil Empire Revealed| 


lntimidation, Persuasion and Force Shown in Dealings 
as Refineries Fall Like Tenpins Before — 
Assault of Magnate. 


This is the eighth chapter in 
a series of 20 daily instalments 
which are an authentic chronicle 
of Mr. Rockefeller’s life and ca- 
reer.

Rockefeller played fair with his 
new associates in the Central As- 
sociation. He demanded and ob- 
tained for them from the New 
York Central and the Erie the 
same 10 per cent secret rebate the 

Standard was enjoying. 

Even the powerful Pennsylvania 
railroad yielded—yielded over the 
objections and warnings of its 
pipe line ally, the great Empire 
Transportation Company. Colonel 
Joseph D. Potts, president of the 
Empire, was a fighter and deeply 
suspicious of the new Rockefeller 
coalition, 

“Their unselfish language 
soothed all alarm into quiet slum- 
bering,” wrote Colonel Potts later. 
“It resembled the gentle fanning 
of the vampire’s wings, and it 
had the same end in view—the 
undisturbed abstraction of the vic- 
tim’s blood.” 

But John D. and his Central 
Association marched relentlessly 
on. Everywhere refiners sold or 
leased to the association. When 
necessary, “pressure” was applied. 
A man’s trade was attacked. He 
was undersold. Tank cars were re- 
fused by rail carriers friendly to 
the Rockefeller combination. 


Last To Yield. 


The refiners. of the oil regions, 
many of which were owned by 
producers, were the last to yield. 
These refineries bluntly refused to 
have anything to do with any 
scheme engineered by Rockefeller. 
Their memories of South Im- 
provement were too vivid. 

John D. smiled behind his 
moustache and sent John D. Arch- 
bold to the Creek. Archbold was 
his latest recruit. He came to his 
familiar stamping ground repre- 
senting, he said, a new and inde- 
pendent company, Acme Oil. 
Acme, in reality, was owned by 
Standard men. Within three years 
Archbold had bought for his new 
master, or put out of commission, 
practically every refinery in the 
oil regions. 

Independents found themselves 
unable to ship at a profit. Some 
deadly force, something one could 
not fight, because one could not 
drag it into the light, blocked their 
every move. 

The story was the same in Pitts- 
burgh, Philadelphia, New York— 
intimidation, persuasion, force. 
Refineries fell like tenpins before 
the Rockefeller assault. John D. 
himself remained in New York 
and directed the disposition of the 
recruits. If a plant was in good 
condition and well situated, the 
chairman of the Central Associa- 
tion’s executive committee assign- 
ed it a definite quota of manu- 
facture. If. not of strategic im- 
portance, it was scrapped. 

Secrecy Maintainéd. 

All purchases of crude, all sales 
of refined, all dickers with the 
railroads were in John D’s hands. 
Contracts were executed with the 
strict secrecy that marked the 
man’s every move. 

Once Rockefeller summoned an | 
independent refiner to his home 
in Cleveland at night and bound 
him to a 10-year contract, guaran- 
teeing greatly increased profits. 
“But,” John D. whispered, “you 
must keep this contract secret even 
from your wife. When you begin 
to make more money, don’t let 
anybody know it. Don’t put on 
any more style. You have no am- 
bition to drive fast horses, have 

ou’ 

By 1876 the Standard group had 
snapped a rubber band about most 
of the refineries wanted. It owned 
practically all tank cars on both 
Central and Erie systems. It con- 
trolled 40 per cent of the pipe 
lines in the oil regions. The rival 
Empire Transportation Company, 
ally of the Pennsylvania, was vi- 
tally affected by Standard’s pipe 
line competition. 

Colonel Potts, Empire’s presi- 
dent, determined to fight back. 
Quietly, he bought into several of 
the remaining independent sea- 
board refineries. 

Closer to Apoplexy. 


John D. came closer to apoplexy 
than at any time in his life, He 
denounced Potts as a poacher and 
demanded that the Pennsylvania 
put a stop to Empire’s “outrageous 
activities.” Colonel Thomas A. 
Scott, president, and A. J. Cassatt, 
vice president of the Pennsylvania, 
refused. 

These keen men had begun to 
wonder whether their great road 
—itself bitterly attacked as an Oc- 
topus—would eventually become 
enclosed in the greedy coils of the 
Rockefeller Anaconda. 

In a virulent interview, John D. 
threatened war upon both the Em- 
pire and the Pennsylvania. And 
war it was, to the hilt. It lasted 
almost 18 months. The Standard 
of course, withdrew every ounce 
of its freight from the Pennsylva- 
nia. The Erie and Central, Rocke- 
feller allies, cut rates and enticed 
shippers from ‘the Pennsy. 

Fortuitous circumstances won 
the fight for John D. 

Strike Ties Up Road. 

A general strike tied up the 
Pennsylvania’s traffic for weeks. 
Pittsburgh mobs destroyed a vast 
amount of property. The road lost 
millions. To shorten a lengthy 
story, Cassatt went to Cleveland 
in the late summer of 1877, saw 
Rockefeller and Flagler and sued 
for peace. 

On October 17. 1877, it was an- 
mounced that the Standard Oil 


ing Standard Oil paid a dividend 
of 50 per cent. 

John D. and his chosen band 
now had an entire industry under 
heel.

He thinks that, if the pres- 
ent system is continued so that 
they are“not exposed to infection, 
they should escape the usual 
childhood illnesses. They have 
been toxoided against diphtheria 
and vaccinated against smallpox. 
* The quints’ menu consists of 
two teaspoonfuls of cod liver oil 
daily, acidophilus milk (7 or 8 
Ounces daily) ordinary milk (12 
to 16 ounces daily), gruel, por- 
ridge, biscuits, eggs, bacon, liver, 
peas, corn soup, asparagus, string 
beans, spinach, lettuce, raw and

Dr. Dafoe is not an advocate of 
the rod. It is not his intention to 
have the quints spanked for mis- 
behavior. 

“I’m not fussy about corporal 
punishment,” he said. “It isn’t 
necessary. Other methods of dis- 
cipline are better. We have a 
quiet room at the hospital in which 
any one of the quints is placed if 
She requires punishing, and it 
works very well.”

YOU NEED NOT STOP DIETING. 


A balanced reducing diet may 
be safely followed until you get 
down to normal weight—even if it 
takes years! No harm will result 
to your health on a reducing diet 
that is adequate in all respects 
except calories. 

The overweight reduces by 
drawing on stored fat, not muscle 
tissue, for energy. A moderated 
loss in weight is not weakening. 
As long as extra stores of fat are 
available for energy, your health is 
not endangered by a calorie def- 
icit. 

There are two common mistakes 
in dieting which cause weakness. 
A too abrupt weight loss always 
produces weakness, because tear- 
ing down vast amounts of fatty 
tissue entails a physiological strain. 
You may also be weakened by 
a protein deficiency. In a reduc- 
ing diet you must include the com- 
plete protein foods—lean meat, 
eggs, milk and cheese. Other foods 
such as bread, cereal and certain 
vegetables contain protein’ in 
varying amounts, but the complete 
proteins are essential in the diet. 
Whether or not you are reduc- 
ing, all body tissues constantly un- 
dergo wear and tear. As the tis- 
sues are worn out, repair is made 
from protein which is taken from 
digested food or, when food pro- 
tein is lacking, formed through 
the breaking down of muscular 
tissue.

ply by taking smaller servings of 
your usual menu, which would de- 
crease the quantity of every food, 
protein included. The minimum 
amount of protein in a diet must 
be 10 per cent of your normal 
number of calories, not 10 per cent 
of your reducing calorie allow- 
ance. 

You must also have normal 
amounts of minerals and vitamins. 
These foods are not decreased in 
a safe reducing diet. 

The calorie cut is taken only in 
Sugars, starches and fats. You 
must have some sugar and starch 
in the menu, since these are the 
ready energy foods. On the other 
hand, fats may be reduced to the 
minimum. 

To be safe for indefinite use, a 
reducing diet must contain the 
following foods daily: Three to 
four ounces of lean meat, fish or 
fowl; one egg or serving of cottage 
cheese, and one or two glasses of 
skimmed milk or buttermilk, for 
minerals and protein; two fresh 
fruits, one of which is a citrus, and 
two vegetables, one being a green 
leafy, for vitamins, minerals and 
carbohydrates. Two of three slices 
of whole grain bread or cereal are 
used for vitamin B and _ carbo- 
hydrates, One and one-half pats 
of butter supply the necessary 
vitamin A. 

You may select the rest of the 
foods as you wish within your 
calorie limits. On a highly restrict- 
ed 1,000 calorie reducing diet the 
choice is very limited. 

You need not fear impairment of 
health on a balanced ' reducing 
menu, even though it is, followed 
for a long period of time.

Yet my husband thinks | should 
turn off all this work and then 
frolic with him. Isn’t he unreason- 
able?

Answer: Maybe from your 
standpoint he is unreasonable 
and it is quite clear that from 
his standpoint you are “pot- 
bound.” You know what hap- 
pens to a flower when it be- 
comes pot-bound? After the 
roots have used up all the space 
in the pot, consumed all the 
soil food, the plant gets hard 
and woody, ceases to put out 
shoots and ceases to flower. The 
same thing happens to a wom- 
an who shuts herself up in four 
walls and expends all her 
thoughts and energy on clean- 
ing and cooking. Let yourself 
out, or your husband will out- 
grow you. 

It is true that a man who en- 
joys the comfort and orderli- 
ness of a well run house has 
small conception of the head, 
hand and foot work that are be- 
hind the scenes. The smoother 
the wheels of the machinery 
that turn out his delectable din- 
ners, his clean linen and his at- 
tractive living quarters, thé less 
he thinks of the motive power 
that makes them go around. 
Wonder if it isn’t also true that 
the woman has just as small 
conception of what he is putting 
out at the office in order to pro- 
duce the comfortable living? 


Both what she does and what 
he does are means to an end: to 
bind themselves together as good 
companions, to make a happy 
home for the children, to provide 
for the future of the children and 
to enjoy life while the days are 
going by. Unfortunately many a 
couple gets so absorbed in the 
means that they forget the end.

a comprehensive report. In the 
meanwhile the basic criticisms of 
this organization have been made 
known through numerous state- 
ments. One of our outstanding ex- 
perts on social insurance, the ex- 
ecutive secretary of the American 
Association for Social Security, 
Abraham. Epstein, has just pre- 
sented an admirable monograph 
criticizing the present system and 
proposing amendments, which is 
published by the League for In- 
dustrial Democracy. The two re- 
ports, that of the Twentieth Cen- 
tury Fund and of Mr. Epstein, are 
in complete agreement at many 
points. Thus, congress has at its 
disposal, if it cares to use it, a 
large amount of expert opinion.

Furthermore, there is no need 
for pioneering in this field and for 
repeating mistakes which have 
been made in the past. Although 
social insurance on a_ national 
scale is a new thing in this coun- 
try, it is not a new thing else- 
where, Germany has had social 
insurance since Bismarck intro- 
duced it in the 1880’s; the princi- 
ple of contributory payments for 
unemployment insurance which 
Bismarck introduced in an era of 
young capitalism, when unem- 
ployment was largely transitional 
and temporary, was afterward 
kept by the German republic and 
broke down completely in 1932, 
whereas the British system, which 
was based only partially on con- 
tributions from wage earners and 
employers and largely supported 
by direct taxation, has worked, on 
the whole, admirably, after a great 
many adjustments. But there is 
nothing in our act to indicate that 
its framers were familiar with the 
German and British experience. 
At any rate, they took over the 
worst features of the German laws 
and ignored the successful British 
experience. 

Nor has all of the criticism of 
the present legislation been con- 
structive. One hears often the 
statement that old-age and unem- 
ployment insurance “ought to be 
put on a sound actuarial basis.” 
Although, from an_ actuarial 
standpoint, the present legislation 
can certainly be criticized—higher 
paid young workers, for instance, 
entering the system when the 6 
per cent rate goes into effect, will 
actually pay much higher prem- 
iums than would be charged by a 
private insurance company for the 
same annuities—it is a great so- 
cial mistake, I think, to regard in- 
surances primarily from an actua- 
rial standpoint. 

* ¢ @ 

You cannot make social security 
laws on the actuarial principles of 
private insurance. The purpose of 
such laws is what needs to be 
borne in mind, and the purpose is 
not to enforce thrift upon the 
poor, incomes are inadequate, any- 
how, to the maintenance of a de- 
cent living standard for the fam- 
ily. The purpose of socia) insur- 
ances is to stabilize the economic 
order, maintain purchasing power 
in times of depression, and so halt 
the downward slump, prevent the 
accumulation of vast masses of 
charity cases, to be taken care of 
by made work programs, and to 
distribute to the needy a larger 
share of the profits of industry 
than they are capable of getting 
for themselves. 

There are numerous objections 
to the present program, but the 
basic one is that this plan for so- 
cial and economic § stabilization 
ought to be borne by the nation 
as a whole, and instead it is put 
upon the shoulders of the workers 
and employers, and _ ultimately 
upon the consumers. The employ- 
ed worker, and productive indus- 
try must pay the cost. If it is 
true that there is a considerable 
technological unemployment in the 


country then these laws cannot 


help but accelerate it, because they 
put a premium on employing men 


and give every advantage to the 
The British law aims 


machine. 


to guarantee a modest basic in- 
come to all workers in distress, but 
the benefits in our act depend en- 
tirely on the wages previously 
earned by an insured person and 
are largest for those least likely to 
need them. The huge numbers of 
existing unemployed are totally 
ignored, and cannot begin to be- 
come beneficiaries until they are 
re-employed in the industrial sys- 
m. 
* ¢ ®¢& 

Actually the security which the 
old-age system offers is precar- 
ious indeed, “An insured worker” 
—to quote Mr. Epstein—‘‘must 
average at least $100 a month un- 
interruptedly for 20 years to get a 
pension of $32.50 a month when 
he is 65 years old. With sickness, 
strikes and unemployment... 
most workers would not get such 
annuities unless they worked for 
25 or 30 years.” And although 
the act does not provide security 
for many years to come, it places 
an immediate back-breaking bur- 
den upon the workers, especially 
the younger and better paid ones, 
precisely at the time when they 
ought to be founding homes for 
which they need their earnings. 

There is more than one danger 
inherent in the huge reserves con- 
templated under the old-age insur- 
ance plan, which is estimated to 
reach forty-seven billions in 1980! 
Possibly congress may dissipate 
the funds for other purposes, since 
they are not earmarked, but that 
might conceivably be the lesser of 
several evils. The sum is twelve 
billion dollars above our present 
indebtedness, and it may be in- 
vested only in government bonds. 
The effect on the national econ- 
omy when all governmental bonds 


| are withdrawn from the banks, in- 


surance companies, trust funds and 
private investors can be imagined. 
There is a serious chance that all 
governmental debt and securities 
will be in one account controlled 
by the government itself.

The administration of the unem- 
ployment insurances, as the act 
stands, is incredibly cumbersome, 
complicated and expensive. “In- 
stead of promoting adequacy of 
standards and uniformity, the act 
encourages a confusing variety of 
systems,” says Mr. Epstein. “In- 
deed, the act has already brought 
about a miscellany of forty-eight 
divergent state plans.” Actually, 
the tax-credit plan for unemploy- 
ment insurance was opposed from 
the start by every single student 
of the problem.

So much really constructive 
thinking and criticism with such 
unanimity of conclusion, has been 
done on the social security act by 
public-minded citizens and experts 
that there is really no excuse for 
not reforming it. Certainly it 
might be well to reform this act 
before rushing headlong into high- 
ly debatable wages and hours leg- 
islation. And, above all, the so- 
cial security act might be recon- 
sidered and reformed before an- 
other billion and a half is voted 
for WPA. Because really intelli- 
gent and generous unemployment 
insurance laws would make much 
of the WPA activity unnecessary.

DENOUNCES. RIVER 


‘Former Governor. Accuses 
| Buccessor of Receiving 
Liquor Backing. 


. ROCHELLE, Ga., June 2.—(P) 
-In a setting reminiscent of his po- 
litical campaigns, ex-Governor 
Talmadge. today urged defeat June 
8 of the 26 constitutional amend- 
ments indorsed by Governor Riv- 
ers and charged Rivers “is backed 
by the liquor interests.” 

For 60 minutes the fiery Tal- 
madge assailed the Rivers pro- 
gram, exchanged jibes with his 
followers in the audience and 
called on Georgians to vote down

Some wore — and displayed — red 
suspenders, the political symbol 
of Talmadge. 

Governor Rivers is to speak here 
tomorrow afternoon. He has 
pegged his old age pension and 
social security program, as well as 
his desire for tax reform, on sev- 
eral of the amendments to be sub- 
mitted June 8. But Rivers has tak- 
en no stand on the liquor ques- 
tion. 

Talmadge today centered most 
of his fire on the amendments. 

“Put a little crossmark by the
